Since 1 904, when the first edition of 
the Port Huron High School yearbook, The 
Student, was published, numerous traditions

In Germany high school hours run from 
7:40 a.m. to 12:50 a.m., that is one hour and 
forty-two minutes less than the Big Reds’ 
school hours.

One hundred years of solid tradition 
marked the publication of the 2005 edition of 
The Student. Over the years, writing, 
photography, fundraising, sales, proofreading, 
and cropping were a few tasks needed to 
complete a yearbook. 

In 1 905, when the first edition of The 
Student was published, staff members used 
typewriters and had to develop their own 
photographs; the entire book was done in 
black and white. Later, when color photos 
were available, the price to develop the 
pictures was exceedingly expensive, 
compared to the price today. As a result, very 
few. if any, pages were done in color. 

Captions and body copy all were 
created on typewriters and had to be cut and 
pasted onto sheets of paper. The photographs 
all had to be cropped and cut by the staff. 
Today the staff has to crop the photos, but 
the Herff Jones Company digitally cut and 


resized them. 

To complete the 2004-2005 edition of 
The Student , 25 students joined the staff. Ten 
students were selected to be editors and 
managers: Bryce Martin (Editor-in-chief), 
Katie Perry (Assistant Editor-in-chief), Jeanne 
Shepley (Chief Photographer), Kariann Radatz 
(Organizations Editor), Kathy Weller 
(Advertising Manager), Heather Chapman 
(Business Manager), Jennifer Moretz (Art 
Staff Manager), Camille Downey (Academics 
Editor), EvaMarie Rapson (Boys Sports 
Editor), and Sarah Robinson (Girls Sports 
Editor). With a variety of jobs that needed to 
be done, the editors and managers helped 
adviser, Mrs. Mary Jane Zauner, keep the 
yearbook on track to meet its many deadlines.
